DEATH OF A FoRMER RALEIGI- 
ITE.—By a letter received from the 
agent of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Campany at San Francisco, is 
learned that W. W. lowers, former- 


ly of this place, died on board the

Hewas well kKnownin the 
eounties of Wake, Johnston and 
Chatham, and highly esteemed as a 
young man of integrity and fidelity. 

The deceased has a brother living 
in Johnston county, and a sister liv- 
ingin Clinton, Alabama, 


Tre SoLpIeR’s House

THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES 
ON YESTERDAY. 


The Convention Bili Up. 
A Large Crowd in the Gallery and 
Lobbies. 


EXPLANATION OF VOTES. 
THE PASSAGE OF THE BILL. 


As the minute hand on the o’clock 
approached the hour of 12 m. on yes- 
terday, the time appointed for the 
consideration of the bill calling a 
Convention of the people of North 
Carolina to assemble in the city of 
Raleigh, the capital of the State, on 
the 6th day ot September next, a 
large crowd of citizens and strangers 
commenced gathering in the hall of 
the House of Representatives, who 
attested their great interest in the 
fate of the bill by the eagerness with 
which they endeavored to gain a 
prominent place of view in _ the vas 
rious parts of the lobbies and op the 
fluor. Soon the gallery was crowded 
with the beautiful faces of fair Jadies, 
who were as eager as those below 
them to witness everything that oc- 
eurred., 

Precisely at 12 o’clock Mr. Speaker 
Robinson announced the Convention 
bill as the special order, and Colonel 
Wash. M. Hardy, the Reading Clerk 
of the House, in a clear and distinct 
utterance read the bill. Several 
umendments were offered by Messrs. 
Wheeler, Duia and Candler, (Res 
publieais,) as is detailed in our House 
proceedings, and which, as will be 
seen, Were ail rejected. By the vote on 
the call of the roll on the passage of 
the bill on its second reading it was 
painfully evident that some Demo- 
crats had cast their votes in defer- 
ence to the instructions of their con- 
stituency in the negative, while sev- 
eral Republicaus had refrained from 
votingatall. ‘he suspeuse was not 
of long duration, however, for ina 
few momentsone by one the mem- 
bers came filing into rauks, chang- 
ing their votes (now thatthey had 
obeyed their instructions) from the 
negative to the aflirmative, and the 
gap of some eight or more needed 
yotes to secure ifS passage were 
promptly recorded, until finally 
eighty-one were secured in its favor, 
cighty being the required number. 

ihe House swayed to and _ fro 
peuding the rising of these saviors of 
the bill, and the applause intermin- 
gled ever and anon with a cheer, 
(notwithstanding the heavy rapping 
of the Speaker’s gavel), attested too 
truly how alarge majority of those 
present felt at heart the issue. We 
have never witnessed a more ani- 
mated session of a Legislative boay 
in the halls cf our Capitol, and when 
at last the vote wus taken on the 
third reading and passage of the bill, 
the House, in honor of the occasion, 
immediately adjourned amid loud 
applause andthe waving of kerchiefs 
from the ladies. It wasa grand gala 
day inthe history of North Carolina 
legislation, and the hand-shakings 
and congratulations of various mwel)- 
bers were innumerabie. 

Let North Carolinians now send 
their best and ablest men to the Con- 
vention at the election in’ the ensu- 
ing August, who will biot out and 
efface from memory ihe worst fea- 
tures of the’ Canby Constitution,” 
and will be well.” 

The Reporter noted down as best 
he could the following 

EXPLANATIONS OF VOTES: 


Mr. Atwater, of Orange, said that 
he had doubted the wisdom of call- 
ing a Convention, but his people had 
urged him to do so and he followed 
their wishes by voting in the afflirma- 
tive. 

Mr. Barnhardt, of Caldwell, first 
voted in the negative. He had 
doubted about the passage of the bill, 
but had left the matter to the people 
of the various townships of his 
county; there was a division upon 
the subject, some were for if, some 
were against it, and others were in- 
different, but asa large majority of 
his party here was in its tavor, he 
felt it his duty to cast his vote for the 
bill. (Applause.) 

Mr. Gritiin, of Nash: His people 
had ail along opposed the caliof a 
Convention. In his county it wasa 
close vote and it was by hard work 
that the Demoeracy carried it. He 
had written them to gain an expres- 
sion of sentiment, but had only re- 
ceived one or two letters in reply and 
they were only the opinions of the 
writers; he veied no on the call of 
the roll reflecting the views of his 
people, but before the vote was an- 
nouneed east his vote for the bill. 

Mr. Fianner said: ‘‘In behalf of 
my colieague, Mr. Moring,and my- 
self, I desire to say thatit is Known 
to most ofthe members of this House 
that we have uniformly opposed the 
eallof a Convention, and had the 
vote been taken ten days ago, with 
the respected Senator, (Mr. Albright) 
from cur county, (Whose course right 
here I wili state we fully endorse, as 
does atso the good people of Chatham 
eounty,) I should have voted nay, 
but having just returned from our 
people, with whom we freeiy min- 
gled, and whoseservants we are, and 
believing that they desire a Conven- 
tion, I shall vote aye.” 

Mr. Kendall, of Montgomery, did 
not vote on the eall of the roll, but 
Leing called upon to doso, said there 
were some articles in the present Con- 
stitution, whichhe would like to haye 
had incorporated in the Convention 
bill, but the Constitution, he 
was of opinion, needed vast im- 
provement,and he would consequent- 
ly vote for the bill. (Applause,) 

Mr. Latta, of Orange, in explain- 
ing his vote, stated about the same 
that his colieague, Mr.A., did above. 

Mr. McRae, of Cumberland, made 


a beautiful little speech in giving his. 


vote. He said: 

Mr. Speaker; I have been as con- 
sistent and persistent in my opposi- 
tion tothis measure as my duty to 
the Known opinions of my constitu- 
ents has required. [ have considered 
the step as ill advised, unwise and 
inexpedient. I had hoped that the 
people of North Carolina with that 
sublime patience which they have so 
well exercised in the past few unfor- 
tunate years would have been will- 
ing to wait a little while, and I 
thought I saw the light already 
breaking in the East, until the full 
time should come for them to rise in 
their might and tear up and trample 
under foot this infamous instrument

| which is called our Constitution, and 


with unrestricted Convention. 


make a Constitution of our own. 
But at the commencement of the 
agitation I stated that while I could 


not submit to the judgment of a bare: 


majority on this subject, yet when 
two-thirds of all our friends in the 
General Assembly declared for a 


Convention I should no longer inter- 


pose an objection. The time has 
come; largely more than two-thirds 
have so declared. And who am I 
to stand up against the will of the 
great Democratic party of North 
Carolina, as expressed by the senti- 
ments of her chosen representatives ? 

So, uninfluenced by anything 
which bas been said or written on 
the subject, but bowing simply tothe 
overwhelming voice of the party, I 
am compelled to vote aye. 

Mr. Jessup, the colleague of Mr. 
McRae, concurred in what had been 
so well expressed by him. 

Mr. Aitchell, of Frankin : Though 
he had been opposed to a Convention 
he could not longer hesitate nor be a 
laggard in the race. His people did 
not favor it, still he would go with 
his party and with pleasure followed 
them. 

Mr. Oaksmith, of Carteret, ex- 
plained his vote to the effect that the 
Constitution should be amended and 
that he took pleasure in giving his 
aid in eo desired an object, 

Mr. Page, of Wake: My position 
on this question reminds me of an 
anecdote: <A fellow in my township 
came into town the other day and 
told the erowd that he-had been fox 
hunting that morning, and the fox 
had climbed a tree; the by-standers 
said he was lying. Ile said no—that 
it was true, that he had run him five 
hours, and he was broke down; the 
pack was right at him, my dog 
‘Towser had his mouth open ready to 
grab l.im, he was going through a 
skirt of woods, he came to a black- 
jack—by the eternais he was obliged 
toclimb. I therefore vote aye. 

Mir. MeIver, of Jfoore, though 
voting in the negativeon the call of 
the roll, said A/r. Speaker: “To am 
somewhat like the old Tar Heel, who 
came out of the fight at Fredericks- 
burg wounded in several parts of the 
body and with his arm badly shat- 
tered, being accosted by soine one, 
who asked ‘what of the fight?” He 
replied, by golly old feller, we “hilt 
our dirt,”’ (applause), and ratherthan 
be a Republican to day or hereafter, 
to be classed with them as [ was rock- 
ed in a different cradle I gladly 
change my vote, and go with my 
party. /r. Speaker, I vote aye. ” 

Mr. Stephensou, of Wake, had been 
opposed to a Convention, and be- 
lieved a majority of his people were, 
still he would exercise his best judg- 
ment, and in doing so, would east his 
humble vote in its favor, with the 
prayer that the best interests of good 
old North Carolina would be tender- 
ly cared for and protected. 

Mr. Mendenhall, of Guilford, (being 
called upon by J/r. Normept after the 
roll was called to vote), said he did 
not wish to intrude his views upon 
this flooron the subject before the 
House. He had never seen how he 
could conscientiously go forthe meas- 
use. He had never opposed his party 
with which he had hitherto acted. 
He disclaimed any intention of fae- 
tious motives, but he was not to be 
driven on this subjeet by the party 
lash. Hetook his seat, and being 
called upon a second time by Jr. 
Norment, voted no. 

Mr. Hurley, of Montgomery, stated 
that he had reasons for the way he 
would cast his vote, but he preferred 


not to state them, and would veie. 


aye. 

“The votestill being nuannounced, 
Mr. Foote, who had not voted, being 
in the lobby at the time, advanced to 
the aisle on the right of the Speaker 
and proceeded to explain his position. 
He had been badly abused by certain 
newspapers for his course in refer- 
ence to Civil Rights, and by others, 
but he was proud of his course and 
wis of the opinion that he would be 
sustained by his people. He believed 
they now sustained him. (Mr. ula, 
his colleague, interrupted him, say- 
ing “that they did not,’’?) when Mr. 
Foote retorted—“‘the gentieman does 
not speak by authority.” 

Mr. Foote continued at length ina 
defense of his ccurse, concluding by 
saying “that he felt it the proudest 
day of his life to have the honor of 
‘asting his vote in favor of the bill.”’ 
(Great applause. ) 

Mr. Eatman, of Wilson. His peo- 
ple had been opposed tothe call. Fe 
had written them on the subject, but 
hearing nothing from them he had 
first cast his vote in the negative, but 
now thought proper to follow his 
party, being astrong Democrat, and 
would change his vote to the af- 
firmative. 

Every one now looked towards Mr. 
Glenn, of Yadkin, who, quickly arts- 
ing, was received with quite an ova- 
tion of cheers andapplause. Hesaid 
he could not afford to desert his 
“Governor,” (Foote) with whom he 
had acted previously (so well known 
to all those preseat) and who had 
made the trip up the Yadkin so suc- 
cessfully on the Lady of the Lake, as 
you all learned from the hand-bills 
circulated about us, gotten up by our 
former partisans. (Applause.) If 
we are making a mistake to-day a 
majority of our State’s Representa- 
tives are doing it, and he for one, was 
willing to go with them. My “Gov- 
ernor” has already stated our posi- 
tions, and by him he proposed to 
stand—he willingly would cast his 
vote in the afiirmative and assist in 
the cail, 

Me. Candler, of Buncombe, was in 
favor of sticking up to his party, but 
as only seventy-nine yotes had been 
cast for the Lill, and eighty being 
necessary, he could not refrain from 
withdrawing his opposition to the bill 
He would liked to have seen other 
articles engrafted in the present bill, 
and he wished that Democrats had 
asked the co-operation jof Republi- 
cans in the preparation of the same, 
and all had gone together as one fam- 
ily, &c. He voted aye. 

Mr. Bettis, of Cleaveland, said 
though following his instructions, be 
was in favor of a Convention, and 
had voted in the negative on the call 
of the roll. He now before the vote 
was announced thought proper to 
change his vote and go for the bi!l.

DECISION ON THE TAX BILL.—As 
the- Revenue bill is now before the 
Legislature we pubiish at the request 
of many members the following late 
decision of our Supreme Court. It 
will also be of interest to county and 
township boards, as in counties 
through which railroads pass they 
wil! soon have to assess the taxes: 

HOPMAN, J.: By the Corstitution 
(Art. V., sec. 3,) all the real and per- 
sonal property in the State is re- 
quired to be taxed uniformly accord- 
ing to its value. There are certain 
exceptions rot material for the pres- 
ent purpose. The Township ‘brus- 
tees are required to assess the value 
of the taxable property in their re- 
spective townships, subjeet to the 
revision of the County Commission- 
ers, (Art. VIT, sec. 6.) Under these 
clauses of the Constitution, aud under 
acts of ihe Legislature made for ear- 
rying thein into eifeet, tue Commis- 
sioners of Brunswick county have 
valued the land of the Wilnsineton 
and Columbia Railroad over which 
the railroad passes, together with 
the superstructure of wooden cross 
ties, rails, station houses, &«., at 
£315,0 0, and have levied uponiia 
State and county upon that val- 
uation. The part of the road which 
lies in the county of Brunswick is a 
little over 35 miies in length, and it 
appears that the Company runs sixty 
feet ou each side of the central line 
of the road, giving an area of about 
acres, 

The General Assembly is also-au- 
thorized by the constitution (article 
5, section 3,) to tax franchises and 
incomes, provided that no income 
shall be taxed when the properiy 
from which income is derived is tax- 
ed. Under this clause the General 
Assembly enacted (act 1872-'3, chap. 
115, seetion 10,) that the value of the 
franchise and rolling stock of every 
railroad corporation should be given 
in to the Treasurer of the State, and 
should be valued by him, and by the 
Governor and Auditor, and a tax 
levied thereon according to its value, 
uniform with the tax on other prop- 
erty, and that the tax upon the fran- 
chise and rolliug stock collected in 
each county should be in proportion 
to the length of the road ino such 
county. In supposed conformity 
with this law, the company gave in 
to the Treasurer all their real and 
personal property in the istate, inelu- 
ding the read bed and superstructure, 
which the Governor and lis associ- 
ates apparently vaiued at $150,009), 
something less than half lying and 
being taxable in Brunswick county. 
The State aud county taxes on this 

raluation were duly paid. It does 
not distinetiy appear from anything 
that we have before us, that the road 
and suporstrueture were actually in- 
cluded in this valuation. We as- 
sume, however, as appears probable, 
that all the property of the company 

ras included in the valuation of its 
franchise. 

It is eontended for the Contpny 
that the payment of the tax thus as- 
sessed, exempted it from all other 
taxation, and it must be adinitted 
that it eould never have been 
the intention of the General Assem- 
bly to tax the property of the Com- 


pany twice, viz: once in tie way of 


real and personal property, 
under the general law, and 
once as constituent part of 


its franchise, under the special Act 
referredto. It may be, and weare 
of the opinion, that the Goveruorand 
his associates exeeeded their powers 
u@der the Constitation in valuing 
anything batthe franchise of the 
Company, if they did value anything 
more if they vained the franchise 
nione, their valuation evidentiy pro- 
eecded inan erroneons principle. As 
the Constitution qufierizes, although 
it does not reguire, tae General As- 
sembly to tax franchise, and pro- 
vides no way in which the franchise 
may be valued, the Assembly may 
tux the franchise, and proyide for iis 
valuation, inany way thatit thinks 
proper, ‘There can be no question 
that i¢ may tax it upon the the valu- 
ation of a board consisting of the 
Governor and other associates. Dat 
we ecnecive thatthe Assembly has 
noright to confer on such bonrd the 
power of valuing the tangible real 
and personal property of a Railroad 
Company. Such powcr is by the 
Constitution vested in the ‘Pownship 
Trustees alone, abd cannot be taken 
away from them. Ilowever difficult 
it may be practically, to value the 
franchise ofa railroad compauy sepa. 
rate from the property which it uses 
in the enjoyment of the franchise, it 
is possibie to do so, The franchise 
has a value independent of the prop- 
erty actually used for the enjoyment 
of it. Every franchise to build a 
railroad carries with it something of 
a monopoly or exciusion of others. 
The Company first chartered, of 
course selects the most available 
route, and of necessity excludes all 
others from that particular route. 
The grant of a charter to run a rail- 
road by the most available route bes 
tween two populous cities, such as 
New York and Phiiadelphia, would 
havea pecuniary value, before the 
vrantee of the charter badexpencdeda 
dollar in procuring a read ved, ‘The 
patentee of a sewing machine, or 
other valuable ipvention, has an in- 
terest of pecuniary value, indepen- 
dent of the ownership of any materia! 
and tangible property. 

A franchise to build or run a rail. 
road between two iusignificaut towns, 
or through a desert, would be of no 
value. We are not ealled on, and 
will not unnecessarily undertake to 
gay upon what principles the fran- 
chise of a corporation should be 
valued. It fulfils the present put- 
pose to say, that it is capable ofa 
yaluation apart from the property 
which the corporation may happen to 
own, and a valuation of the franchise 
dees not necessarily or properly in- 
clude a valuation of the corporate 
property. 

If the Governor and his associates 
have valued the franchise of the 
plaintiff Company om an erroneous 
principle, and have thereby over- 
valued it, the Company is entitled in 
@ proper case to relief from the con- 


sequent tax. But the payment of | 


| such tax is no defence against a tax 


legally levied by the county authori- 
ties under the general law. 

It may be, and we think it proba- 
ble that the valuation of the property 
of the Company in the county of 
Brunswick is unreasonable and ex- 
cessive. It does not appear to us on 
what principles the township or 
county officers proceeded, and conse- 
quently we cannot say that the valua- 
tion is wrong. If it was made to ap- 
pear that they proceeded on an 
erroneous principle, we might per- 
haps correct their valuation ; but an 
error in the fect of the value of the 
property is beygnd our power to 
correct. 

We are not called on, and will not 
unnecessarily undertake to say as 
law, upon what principle the road 
bed and superstructure of a railroad 
should be valued. But it may _bé 


useful to suggest for the considefa- 


tion of county officers, some views 
which seem reasonable: 

1. The cost of a structure, whether 
it be a house or a railroad, is not the 
test of its vaiue for taxation. Many 
instances might be given to show 
that such a rule would beabsurd. A 
man may build a very costly house 
ina place which is afterward found 
cut to be malicious, and is conse- 
quently valueless for habitation. An 
inventor constructs a costly machine 
nigh from some fault does not wurk, 

oC. 

2. Neither is the value of the ties 
and rails, if removed, atest. Li may 
be doubted whether a railroad com- 
pany having accepted privileges un- 
der ifs charter would have a right, 
upon finding its road unprofitable, to 
tear it up and deprive the publie of 
its use. The true point of inquiry is 
what is the value of the land and 
structure ns itis actually used, or as 
itis capable of being used, without 
losing iis character as a railroad. 

We think the judgment of the Sue 
peror Court in this case must be re- 
versed, and the case remanded to be 
proceeded in, &e. Let this opinion 
be certified, &e.

That was prompt work night be- 
fore Jast, and Colone! Buford is en- 
titled to rank among the most ener- 
getic and dashing of our railroad 
kings. It was necessary to act at 
once, and in a bold and daring mans 
ner, toprevent further obstacles being 
interposed by the enemies to our 
interests, and Richmond may well 
congratulate herself upon having had 
a man at the head of her greatest 
railroad interest Who was not afraid 
to take the responsibility. The tak- 
ing up and relaying ninety-three 
miles of railroad in one nigitisa feat 
that could not have been aceom- 
plished by an ordinary man—but Bu- 
ford is not an ordinary man, as 
the event has proved. There 
was much opposition in North Caro- 
lina to the change of gauge, and had 
the operatives gone to work leisurely 
to perform the task in thehbroad light 
of day, before all the worid of North 
Carolina, the probabilities are that 
they would have been prevented, or 
that there Would have beena row. 
The whole thing was well planned, 
and succeeded admirably; and now 
let ushope that the people will refrain 
from all opposition and quietly ae- 
cept the decisions of their own courts, 
as the final settlement of the ques- 
tion. It cannot possibly hurt 
the trade of North Carolina—and it 
is too late in the dayto undertake 
to restrict lines of transporta- 
tion and confine their geographical 
limits. They will break through all 
artificial or imaginary barriers and 
force their way in spite of us, even 
as water finds its level. 

The effect of the change in the 
gauge in the North Carolina road 
upon the trade of Richmond mus 
speedily become perceptible and 
make itself felt. It will open up to 
us adirect and uninterrupted line for 
trayeland general commerce through 
to New Orleans by way of Atlanta, 
and must add immensely to our 
trade with that rich region. But we 
will wait before making any further 
remarks until these effects shail have 
made themselves visible, and we 
have something tangible upon which 
to base our calculations. Justi now 
we only know and feel that it has 
been a great victory for Kichmond. 
—Richmond Lirguirer.

THE WESTERN RAILROAD. 

The decision in the case of this 
corporation against L. P. Bayne, of 
which brief mention was made in 
the telegraphie column yesterday, 1s 
of so much importance that we 
think no apology is needed for some 
details of the company and its trou- 
bles. It is now extricated from the 
latter and is now in a fair way to 
avail itself of the privileges of its 
amended charter which permits it 
to go to Greensboro, 

To Mr. J. C. MeRae, now a mem- 
ber of ithe House of HNepresenta- 
tives, is due more than any other 
man ihe issue of this suit. He has 
been steadfast in his determination 
to sift rascality to the bottom, to 
unearth all the corruption connect- 
ed with it, to expose the perpetra- 
tors, and to agree to no compro- 
mises. Justice was sought and 
right demanded upon their merits, 
and Sir. McRae has conquered one 
section of the Ring which has 
brought such disgrace and ruin upon 
the State. 

The Western road leads from 
Fayettevile to Egypt, its ultimate 
terminus being Greensboro. The 
Legislature of 1868-69 amended 
its charter s6 as to give the State 
nine Directors and the private stock- 
holders two. Andrew Jones, Tim 
Byrnes, Jehu Davis, and halfa dozen 
others members of the Legislature 
were made the State Directors. The 
town of Fayetteville and county of 
Cumberland having a majority of 
the private stock, and being in the 
hands of the Radicals, elected two 
of these latter. The road was thus 
in the hands of the Philistines. 

The Legislature of ’68-’9, sub- 
scribed $1,500,000 special tax bonds 
to complete the road. These bonds 
everybody knows were squandered, 
In addition to this, the Board mort- 
gaged the road for $900,000, and a 
proviso was inserted in the mort- 
cage that upon failure to pay either 
or any instalment of interest, the 
wole amount of the mortgage debt 
should become immediately due and 
payable. 
all taken out of the hands of the 
company without one dollar of 
money or a shadow of benefit to the 
company in return. 

In 1870-’1, the Legislature res- 
tored to the stockholders their ori- 
ginal riguts and privileges, giving 
them control of the road and 
the company was again in hon- 
est hands. When these got into 
possession, they found the special 
tax bonds ail gone, the road mort- 
gaged, and the mortgage bonds 
spirited away, the road and rolling 
stock in bad condition, and affairs 
altogether desperate. lL. C. Jones, 
former Superintendent was elected 
President, and heand the Directors 
determined to fight fraud and cor- 
ruption to the bitter end. 

Criminal proceedings were _insti- 
tuted against A. J. Jones and seve- 
ral others; and under an intimation 
from Chief Justice Pearson, who 
heard the bench warrant issued 
against A. J. Jones, T. S. Lutterlob, 
was induced to deliver up to the 
company $460,000 of their bonds, 
which were in his possession, and a 
receipt of L. P. Bayne & Co., of 
New York, for $425,000 of the same. 
suit was immediately commenced 
in New York against Bayne and 
iienry J. Rogers for these bonds, 
and alter a most persevering fight, 
the ease has been heard before a 
referee, and decided in favor of the 
Railroad Company, the judgement of 
the referee being for $425,000 of 
bonds or for $425,000 in money and 
interest at 8 per cent. thereon.

‘The road, un- 
der good management, has paid all 
expenses in its unfinished state, and 
has fought this e@reat battle with- 
out asking the State for any assis- 
tance even in the employment oi 
counsel. And the State’s interest in 
this corporation has been preserved, 
and will be eventually made valuc- 
ble. 

All that the company has asked 
of the Legislature, since 1570, was 
to keep hands off, and let it fight 
out the baitle without hostile legis- 
lation to embarrass if. 

The judgment of the referec and 
impounding of the bonds in Court, 
is the forerunner, it is earnestly 
hoped, of a triumphant vindication 
of the cumpanp in the position it 
has taken, that it was wrong to 
compromise felonics.

CoLUMBIA, PA., March 18.—The 
ice in the Susquehanna river at this 
point commenced running at 2:20 
this p.m. and is stiJl running past in 
one continuous miass at this S p.m, 
It carried away the winding bridge 
of the Tidewater Canal Company at 
Wrightsvilie. and moved ene of the 
piers of the Columbia bridge 2 ineh- 
es out of its place, reiidering the 
bridge impassable for the passage of 
trains over it. ‘bheice and water has 
done considerable daumace to the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and backs 
west of here, piling ice upon the 
tracks, rendering the passage of trains 
impossible. It also swept cowl a 
great many telegrapu poles, cutting 
off telegraphic communication with 
points between Columbia and Har- 
risburg.
